In summary for receiving offices and benefit of the 
.Bureau, JBAHRI drtshti was interviewed at the U. S. PENITENTIARY 
' (USP), EOmpoc, California, on 4/5/85, where he was received on 
4/1/85, and is temporarily held in a detention unit pending 
routine assignments within the USP.
